SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4 (AP). 
The death of seven more Japa- 
nese rear admirals was reported 
by the Tokyo radio today. They| 
were listed as Kanichi 
Sorokuro Morino, Tosaburo Ogura, 
Fuji Arimura,’ Shizuo Akasawa, 
Ryo Mori and Seiko Miyamoto. 
The broadcast gave no details of 
how they died, 

In the last month Tokyo has re- 
ported the death of 19 admirals, of 
whom five were specifically stated 
to have been war casualties, 

In an earlier broadcast Adm. 
Nobumasa Suetsugu, former com- 
mander in chief of the Japanese 
fleet, was quoted as saying the

ILLOWING are the terts of the President's statements explaining 
his signatures of the bills establishing the Office of War Mobiliza- 


tion and Surplus Property Admniistration and his statement on 


appointing Justice Byrnes as interim 
The statement on the reconversion bill: 


werson Director. 


I have signed S.2051, a bill “to 
amend the Social Security Act, 
as amended, to provide a national 
program for war mobilization and 
reconversion, and for other pur- 
poses.” 

I have signed the bill because it 
is important as this bill provides, 
that the Office of War Mobiliza- 
tion should be promptly expanded 
and given clear statutory powers 
to direct and supervise the tre- 
mendous task of reconversion in 
all of its mumerous and related 
phases. . 

Last October at my suggestion 
Justice Byrnes set up a unit in 
the Office of War Mobilization to 
deal with war and postwar ad- 
justment problems. The work of 
this unit was placed in charge 
of Mr. Bernard Baruch. In Febru- 
ary of this year Mr. Baruch and 
his associate Mr. Hancock made 
@ report recommending that the 
co-ordinating powers of the Office 
of War Mobilization be extended 
to cover activities relating to re- 
conversion and that separate units 
be established in that office to 
deal with the problems of con- 
tract settlement, war surplus prop- 
erty disposition and retraining and 
re-employment. 


Separate Units Set Up. 


Shortly thereafter by executive 
orders, i set up separate units in 
the Office of War Mobilization to 
deal with these problems so far as 
was practicable under existing law 
until legislation clarifying the 
powers of these units and defin- 
ing the basic policies to be pur- 
sued by them could be enacted by 
the Congress. 

Last June the Congress passed 
legislation establishing the Office 
of Contract Settlement with ade- 
quate powers to supervise and ex- 
pedite the settlement of war con- 
tracts. 

Just before its recent adjourn- 
ment the Congress passed 
H. R. 5125, setting up a Surplus 
Property Disposal Board and de- 
fining its powers, and 8S. 2051, 
the bill now before me, which 
expands the Office of War Mo- 
bilization into an office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion 
and places within it the Office of 
Contract Settlement, the Surplus 
War Property Administration, and 
the Retraining and Re-employ- 
ment Administration, 


Bill Falls Short. 


So far as the bill goes, it is 
quite satisfactory. It applies the 
lessons which we have learned 
during the war as to the need of 
continuing co-ordination of re- 
lated activities to the problems of 
reconversion to peace. It does not 
and cannot, of course, eliminate 
the problems and difficulties of 
reconversion, but it goes far to 
expedite and facilitate their so- 
lution. 

But I feel it my duty to draw 
attention to the fact that the bill 
does not adequately deal with the 
human side of reconversion. When 
I signed the G. I. Bill on June 
22 last, I expressed the hope that 
“the Congress will also take 
prompt-action, when it reconvenes, 
on necessary legislation which is 
now pending to facilitate the de- 
velopment of unified programs for 
the demobolization of civilian war

“Took War to Get Jobs.” 


As we all know, it took a war 
to get jobs under the present na- 
tional administration. The New 
Deal was in office from 1933 until 
1940 when the war finally reduced 
unemployment. Now, how is it 
that the New Deal managed to 
make a three-year depression last 
nearly 11 years? Why, with all 


its borrowing and spending, with 


all its emergencies and unlimited 
powers, were there still 10 million 
unemployed in the spring of 1940. 

One of the most important rea- 
sons was that our present admin- 


‘istration never once established a 


policy of encouraging people to do 
business.

BILLS’ PROVISIONS 
- SUMMARIZED 


The Surplus Property Bill pro- 
vides for a three-member board to 
be appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate to 
handle and dispose of surpluses, 
including their transfer between 
governmental agencies. The Presi- 
dent will designate one of the 
three $12,000-a-year members as 
chairman. Other provisions are: 

Disposal of surplus property as 
promptly as feasible without 
fostering monoply, unduly disturb- 
ing the economy or encouraging 
hoarding of supplies. 

Wide distribution of surpluses 
to consumers at fair prices. 

Maximum aid in the re-estab- 
lishment of a peacetime economy 
“of free independent enterprise, 
the development of the maximum 
of independent operators in trade, 
industry and agriculture, and to 
stimulate full employment.” 

The measure direct the board 
to designate a limited number of 
government agencies to dispose of 
plants and goods, except that the 
Maritime Commission is given full 
authority over surplus vessels. 

Under the bill—a compromise 
between original Senate and 
House versions—the board may 
not sell any aluminum, magnesi- 
um, synthetic rubber, chemical, 
gasoline or iron and steel plants 
or oil pipelines costing five million 
dollars or more without 30 days 
notice to Congress. Such facili- 
ties may, however, be leased for 
a period up to five years.

Six-Point Program. 


To that end I propose the fol- 
lowing program to take effect im- 
mediately after victory is won: 


(1) Revise the personal ex- 
emptions so that the man who 
makes as little as $11 a week 
no longer has an income tax 
taken out of his pay envelope.

These taxes, 
of course, are almost confica- 
tion. If continued after the war, 
they would encourage waste and 
inefficiency, discourage low cost 
production, and block expansion 
which creates job opportunities. 
(4) Shorten the present end- 
less list of excise or nuisance 
taxes. We should eliminate as 
soon as possible all excise taxes 
except those on alcoholic bever- 
ages, tobacco and gasoline, 


(5) Completely overhaul our 
existing, confused, and compli- 
cated tax laws. We must create 
a basic tax law which can be 
expected to remain simple and 
generally stable. It must be one 
which can be adjusted from time 
to time by changes in rates, 
without requiring a complete re- 
vision once a year or oftener, 

(6) Establish and proclaim a 
consistent, national tax policy— 
one directed toward achieving 
full employment and a rising 
national income—one that will 
assure us of a solvent nation 
and the ultimate reduction of 
our national debt. 


Taxes and Income. 


In the years ahead we face & 
national debt of 300 billion dollars. 
We face an annual cost of Govern- 
ment, including adequate armed 
forces, far above the level of pre- 
war years, Just to meet the in- 
terest on this debt and the cost of 
Government we shall need large 
Federal revenues. But it is stupid 
to suppose that we can support 
our Government by levying heavy 
taxes upon a dwindling national 
income. 

Our first aim must be to in- 
crease our national income by 
putting to work all of the pro- 
ductive resources of our country-- 
industry, labor and agriculture. It 
is far better to have a low tax 
rate with a national income of 150 
billion dollars rather than a high 
tax rate with a national income of 
76 billion dollars as we had under 
the New Deal at its peacetime best. 
What we want is a_ thriving, 


progressive country with jobs for} 


all. We want our tax laws to be 
stable and understandable, so they 
will no longer be a road block in 
the way of progress. We want 
them to be levied sensibly, with 
understanding for the human 
needs of our people. 

That kind of tax policy we are 
going to have. We are going to

If Kevieienn Loses, Watch Out! 


Tn a straight-out contest between A. P. Kauf- 
mann, Republican candidate for Mayor of St. 
Louis, and his Democratic opponent, Patrick J. 
Burke, we have no doubt that Kaufmann would 
win hands down. Surely Kaufmann, with the 
fine record he has compiled in the City Hall, 
would have nothing to fear from Burke. 

The trouble is that the battle between Kauf- 
mann and Burke, to be decided at the general 
election Nov. 7, is not a straight-out contest. If 
there is a Roosevelt landslide, or even if the 
President carries St. Louis by a comfortable 
margin, Burke may ride in on his coattails. That 
would be dangerous. 

Long ago, the people wisely decided to hold 
the mayoralty election—so vital to the City of 
St. Louis—at a separate time from the general 
election so that the distractions of national issues 
would not be present. This year, because of 
William Dee Becker’s tragic death, it is neces-

We know who Mayor Kaufmann is and we 
know his record. 

But who is Candidate Burke? He is business 
agent of Milk Wagon Drivers and Inside Dairy 
Employes’ Union, Local 603, AFL. He has held 
no public office, except that of Deputy Sheriff, 
and when it was shown he held that office il- 
legally, he was forced to resign. 

His brother, Jimmy Burke, is the czar of 
the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, its reputed 
“muscle man” and the dynamo behind Patrick's 
mayoralty candidacy. Jimmy is a tough, ag- 
gressive, domineering person, an old-fashioned 
type of roughhouse labor leader. There is a 
question, if Patrick is elected, of who will really 
be Mayor, Patrick or Jimmy. 

Jimmy Burke, Justice of the Peace in the 
Twenty-second Ward, was one of the chief lieu- 
tenants of Dan J. Murphy, former boss of the 
Teamsters’ Council, in the ’30s, when a series of 
bombings and murders caused police to question 
officers of unions affiliated with the council. 
Other Murphy lieutenants were Timothy R. 
(“Ted”) Cronin, business agent of the notorious 
Service Car Drivers’ Union, and Lawrence Catan- 
zaro, known also as Lawrence Camie, business 
agent of Chauffeurs’ Local 600. 

Police inquiries in which component unions of 
the Teamsters’ Council figured between 1929 
and 1939 included more than a dozen bombings 
and fires and four murders. Two of the murders, 
both in 1938, were those of Arthur Schading, 
business agent of the Electrical Workers’ Union, 
after a quarrel with officers of the Teamsters’ 
group, and Raymond Foley, milk deliveryman, 
former chauffeur for Jimmy Burke. Both mur- 
ders are still unsolved. 

So the background out of which Jimmy Burke 
emerges is hardly one to inspire confidence. It 
would not be wholesome for St. Louis to have 
Patrick Burke as Mayor if that should entail 
Jimmy’s strong influence behind him,

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End of the Unicameral Confusion 

The Missouri Crusaders, who had worked long 
and hard for the one-chamber Legislature plan, 
deserve praise for their present decision to end 
the confusion over the proposal by withdrawing 
it from the November ballot.

Yes-and-no opinions will have some slight 
value in guiding the voters, but a detailed re- 
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crash, Kaufmann humbly and modestly took up 
his new duties. He knew he had a lot to learn 
as Mayor of a great city in wartime, and he was 
willing to learn. Seeking advice from civic 
leaders and other men of wide experience, he 
proceeded slowly and carefully, making few mis- 
takes. As time has gone on, he has developed a 
fine grasp of municipal problems; he has pur- 
sued his tasks with diligence and industry; he 
has made himself widely respected and deeply 
admired by those who have come to know him 
best. 

We do not think it necessary here to present 
a long and circumstantial catalogue of the 
Mayor’s achievements; these will be listed often 
enough in the campaign. But we would like to 
call attention to a few of them. 

When the Mayor entered office, a serious ten- 
sion existed here in relations between the races. 
Without waiting for trouble to occur and with- 
out relying, as some Mayors do, on uniforms 
and tommy-guns, Kaufmann called in a group of 
citizens to approach the delicate problem in an 
intelligent, humane way. His Race Relations 
Committee, under the leadership of Edwin B., 
Meissner, has done a job whose truly effective 
results have never been adequately praised. 

. * * 

In the case of smoke control, Mayor Kaufmann 
not only retained James L. Ford Jr. as chairman 
of the Smoke Elimination Committee, but par- 
ticipated himself in the heavy tasks of safe- 
guarding the purity of St. Louis air in winter 
time. He made trips to Arkansas, from which 
we receive smokeless fuel, and to Washington, 
where officialdom controls our fuel supply, to 
see that everything is done to preserve the 
city’s fine record of the last few years. Ford— 
himself one of St. Louis’ first citizens—has 
nothing but unstinted praise for Kaufmann. 

Long ago realizing that one of the most vital 
tasks, once the war is over, is to provide jobs, 
Mayor Kaufmann has labored unceasingly to set 
up a public works program here. He helped to 
organize the campaign for the $43,527,000 bond 
issue, which was passed last Aug. 1, and formed 
a citizens’ committee for that purpose. Now he 
has named a committee of citizens to supervise 
expenditures under it, as a check upon official 
action. With the bond issue funds, plus other 
funds available, amounting altogether to about 
$63,000,000, St. Louis is in the forefront of 
American cities in preparation for postwar days. 

Always, in matters of civic importance, the 
Mayor has sought to enlist the help and advice 
of private citizens, since he believes in the 
greatest possible participation by citizens in 
governmental affairs. That's the Mayor's con- 
cept of democracy, and it is an excellent one. 
The men who have thus been invited by the 
Mayor to work out civic problems are his most 
ardent supporters. They have seen him close up, 
They know he is a most unusual public official. 

Other achievements of the Mayor could be 
mentioned: his efforts for airport development, 
though here, we believe, he has not always 
moved fast or decisively enough; his support of 
civil service; his concern for the city’s credit; 
his strong interest in creating more and more 
playgrounds for the city’s under-privileged 
children; his planning for housing projects— 
these and many other subjects have made his 
year-plus as Mayor strong arguments for his 
election,

So we think the choice between Kaufmann and 
Patrick Burke is an easy one for St. Louis to 
make. But we warn independent voters that, 
unless they take care to vote for Kaufmann, no 
matter who their choice is at the head of the 
ticket, they may get Burke for Mayor. And if 
they get Patrick Burke for Mayor, they may 
have on their hands Jimmy Burke, as Super-

Both Sides of the Street on Taxes 

Top and bottom of the Republican ticket 
talked about taxes last night, and each offered 
six keys to Baldpate. Despite a Throttlebottom 
thesis of balancing the budget, Gov. Bricker’s 
generalities seemed a bit closer to sound pub- 
lic policy for the nation’s transition to peace. 

Gov. Dewey’s first point was to revise the 
personal exemptions. “so that the man who 
makes as little as $11 a week no longer has 
an income tax taken out of his pay envelope.” 
This is a patent bid for the votes of the sizable 
low-income group. 

It is regrettable that he would stoop to con- 
quer through tax remission. But the real cause 
for alarm is in the absence from Dewey's tax 
principles of any awareness of the social values 
of an all-embracing tax program. 

Much than for the Treasury has 
been involved in our World War II tax structure. 
Without it, inflation would have 
tronomical heights, and countless millions would 
have been grievously harmed. Then, too, there 
is no better reminder that government costs 
money than taxes for all—not hidden and in- 
direct taxes, but money out of the pay envelope. 

From a peacetime standpoint, we concur in 
the desirability of cuts in all personal income 
tax rates, but it must be remembered that a 
Federal income of some 20 billion dollars is 
required for the service of postwar debt and 
other inescapable Federal costs. 

Mr. Dewey’s views on income taxes on corpoe 
rations need specific implementation before they 
are more than pious axioms to be worshiped 
from afar. But we are against any Ruml- 
flavored plan to drop the corporation tax alto- 
gether, and are firmly persuaded of the sound- 
the principle of ability to pay—any 
other tax scheme is regressive. 

This generation should pay in taxes its full 
of the money cost of the war. This can 
best be done by maintaining a real national in- 
come which will be big enough to provide both 
an optimum living for the people and a big re- 
duction in our debt to ourselves. Gov. Dewey’s 
plan is tangential, at points, to a four-square 
philosophy of taxation and national income, but 
much of it is wide of the mark,

Though nominated almost unanimously 
on the first ballot, Thomas E. Dewey is not 
a hero within his own party. In fact, there 
are millions of Republicans whose enthusi- 
asm for the candidate is a kind of enthusi- 
astic desperation, 

Many Republicans, ‘ncluding the present 
writer, together with independents who 
would certainly have voted Republican 
against a fourth term, find that they can- 
not support-Mr. Dewey at ali, These num- 
ber several million and their voice in No- 
vember may be decisive. 

That Mr. Dewey is an able man there is 
no question. In a narrow sense of the 
word, he is a splendid executive—the kind 
of executive a corporation likes to have, 
provided the chairman cf the board is a 
good policy man, 


Lacks Strong Convictions 


For Mr. Dewey, precise as to detail, is 
weak on policy. His political rise has nct 
been the result of strong ideological posi- 
tions, political or moral, but rather of a po- 
litical network, created by him over the 
course of years and capable of serving any 
idea or platform that necessity requires. 

Almost every commentator will agree 
that he is apolitical pragmatist. Mr. 
Dewey’s career in the Republican party has 
been, and will continue to be, a series of 
“practical” compromises, the chief purpose 
of which will be, not the achievement of an 
ideological goal, but that most treacherous 
of political goais called “party unity.” 
When all these compromises have been 
added up, it will be found that Mr. Dewey 
represents the Republican party far more 
than he represents Mr, Dewey, 

When lend-lease was first proposed, Mr, 
Dewey, with the approval of the Old Guard, 
characterized it as a “so-called defense 
bill... . A grave. blow, not only to national 
unity, but to all free government every- 
where.” It seems fair to say that a man 
capable of making such a basic “mistake” 
ought not to aspire to the presidency. 

And can it be argued geriously that the 
“leadership” with which Mr. Dewey has sur- 
rounded himself really wants to acquire 
wisdom in foreign policy? 


Has Been on Both Sides 


Possibly some of Mr. Dewey's closest ad- 
visers know what he thinks about foreign 
policy, thougn it is hard to get any two of 
them to agree. In any case, the public has 
no idea of it Mr, Dewey's trail in this 
wilderness has been a winding one, and has 
wandered, or has been deliberately blazed, 
on both sides of every important issue. 


He has been isolationist and internation- 
alist. He has heen for alliunces and against 
them. He was against lend-lease and then 
for it. He has been anti-Russian and pro- 
Russian, 

He has never once provided leadership on 
a major issue in foreign policy. And on no 
major issue in foreign policy has he taken 
a consistent position. 

That kind of leadership is precisely the 
opposite of what—in the liberal Republican 
view—the party needs. A political wit once 
described Mr. Dewey as “a disaster looking 
for a place to happen.” If Mr, Dewey “hap- 


pens” in November, the Republican party 
will provide the balance of this formuls. 


The Dewey record of vacillation could be 
documented ad nauseam from the candi- 
date’s speeches and »ronouncements. The 
case can be concluded with four summary 
truths. These are: 


Four Great Faults Listed 


1. During the critical period from 1938 to 
about 1942, Mr. Dewey had no idea what- 
ever of the dangers that faced his courtry. 

2. As a result of his basic ignorance of 
world affairs, and of United States relation- 
ship to them, Mr, Dewey played politics 
with foreign policy. He doffed and donned 
the cloak of internationalism at his own 
convenience and for zis vwn purposes. And 
as his associates know, this doffing and 
donning was done with his eye fixed on the 
popular polls. This willingness to play poli- 
tics with the fundamental interests of the 
country disqualifies him as a statesmun, 

3. In the field of foreign policy, Mr. 
Dewey has not offered the voters anything 
better than Mr. Rooseve:t’ offers them. In 
this field Mr. Roosevelt can cover his every 
bet—not with anything challenging or new, 
but simply by invoking the practical work- 
ing arrangements the administration has 
set up with our partners during the war. 


Here we put our finger on the real weak- 
ness of the Republican case, as represented 
by Mr. Dew2y. The candidate has chosen 
“The Peace” as the key to his offensive, 
yet he has not really got any issue to make 
about “The Peace.” 

4. The fact that the Old Guard has 
chosen a clean-up man to lead the pariy in 
one of the most unsettled times in the na- 
tion’s history indicates clearly enough that, 
in its congenital unawareness of the world 
situation, it hes almost no idea of the times 
we face. The kind of peace the Old Guard 
has in mind when it talks about peace is 
a Calvin Coolidge peace: a state of rest, so 
to speak, during which a good executive 
could indeed «o wonders for the count-y, 


Not the Man for Peacetime 


Most of us would probably agree that if 
we had to have Thomas Dewey for Presi- 
dent, the time to have him is right now 
during the war: for the established mili- 
tary leadershin of our country, geared to 
the military leadership of our allies, is 
quite capable of carrying on, and would be 
very difficult to deflect. 


But the one time we don’t want Mr. 
Dewey is after the war is over, Then, amid 
the turbulent domestic and foreign prob- 
lems that are certain to arise, we want 
someone with a good head for policy— 
whether the head be the result of wisdom 
or merely of experience, 

We don't want a brilllant prosecutor who, 
for all we know to the contrary, would pro- 
ceed to prosecute out of existence every- 
thing that we nave fought to achieve. 

For us—perhaps for the nation as a 
whole—that would not be peace,

Archibald MacLeish, Librarian of Congress,

Events of our day are bringing about cor- 
rection of our misconceptions. We know 
that the world is round, but we must still 
learn how to epply this knowledge to our 
political thinkine in order to understand 
the world’s most pressing international 
problems after victory has been won,

World-wide peace demands world-wide 
thinking. Heretofore, our thinking has 
been in terms of nations. We have begun 
to think in terms of continents. A carefu 
study of a globe, the only true picture of 
the earth’s surface, teaches us that we 
must think in terms of the world as aunit. 

The world has progressed technologically. 
The old methods of thinking and acting 
can no longer be applied to it. New ways of 
intercommunication have broken down Dar- 
riers which humanity *hought to be eternal. 
Besides, the world hns been deeply touched 
by the ideas of democracy. 

Imperialism in all its different appear- 
ances, based on the right of the strong to 
exploit weaker nations, is incompatible 
with these ideas. Changes in the power 
constellation on the European continent 
make the traditional conception of “balanes 
of power” obsolete. 

Geopolitics is cnly a special version of old 
ideas. America would march backward if 
she were ‘o follow these old ideas in her 
planning for the future, 
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New means of communication will fur- 
ther develop and change our feeling for 
distances. Regions almost unknown up to 
now will become the center of these com- 
munications. The Soviet Union first became 
aware of the role the Arctic will play in 
future development. Alaska will show Its 
value as such a center for America’s trade 
and travel around the globe. 

Besides compiling this book, Prof. Wel- 
cert, expert in international relations, and 
Mr. Stefansson, the famous arctic explorer, 
wrote some of its most important chapters. 
They have given the’ public a valuable 
guide to the geographical problems we face 
at the peace settlement. It should be read 
by all who are concerned with the building 
of a new and better world.

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ONE OF 4HE THREE greatest military leaders in al] his- 
tory, namely Julius Caesar, would be rejected today by out 
army if he wished to enlist in the Americen forces, for Caesar 
is reported to have suffered from epilepsy Hannibal, another 
of these great military geniuses, would probably be rejected 
as a psychoneurotic and I doubt if Alexander the Great could 
have passed muster. Army psychiatrists probably would have 
screened out Napoleon Bonaparte, too, and Joan of Arc was 
apparently psychotic. You rejectees must remember, too, that 
you will often far outlive the army doctors who rejected you 
on physical grounds. John D. Rockefeller Sr., was told that 
he wouldn't live much longer when he was slightly past the 
age of 50 but he lived almost to see the century mark, and 
saw that doctor buried almost two score years earlier. You 
rejectees stick to your jobs, in war pnts and remember King 
David's rule that the men who faithfully stay by the stuff are 
just as valuable as those on the firing line!

HE following soup is the good, 
T auc fashioned type that most 

of us have been served in days 
gone by, and often long for in 
these times when the quickly done 
foods are the fashion, Making a 
good, rich, meat stock or broth is 
what takes the time, but if we 
will plan our meals ahead it is 
not a chore to make this soup, 
If the soupbone is put on to sim- 
mer at dinner time one evening 
and allowed to cook lazily on the 
back of the stove until nine in the 
evening all of the flavor will be 
coaxed out of the bone, the broth 
can be drained off, chilled and 
put into the refrigerator to be all 
ready for dinner or luncheon the 
next day. Soup could also be start- 
ed in the morning to be ready for 
dinner. The thinly sliced or juli- 
enned vegetables will need to be 
prepared and added to the hot 
broth and simmered until they 
are tender. This will take only a 
few minutes. The different note 
in the following recipe is the ad- 
dition of sweet potato which does 
three things for the soup—it adds 
the needed sweet flavor, it slightly 
thickens the soup and it increases 
the caloric value. 


Beef Soup. 


Two to three pounds beef rhank, 
seven cups cold water, six tea- 
spoons salt, one-half cup diced 
carrots, one-half cup cut celery 
(outer stalks and leaves), one-half 
cup finely slivered cabbage, one- 
half cup diced turnips, one cup 
finely diced sweet potatoes, one 
cup cubed Irish potatoes, two cups 
cooked tomatoes, one small onion. 


Select a meaty beef shank; add 
an extra bone or knuckle ff possi- 
ble; cut meat in several pieces: 
add water and salt, place over Jow 
heat and slowly bring to a sim- 
mer. Gently simmer for three 
hours; strain, reserving meat: add 
al] the vegetables to the broth and 
cook another 30 minutes, or until 
vegetables are just tender. Serve 
piping hot and reserve meat for 
sandwich filling. Approximately 
two and one-half quarts.

utes. Drain, save liquid. Mix two 
teaspoons sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-half teaspoon mustard, 
one-fourth cup vinegar to cabbage 
liquid. Add one teaspoon flour to 
one tablespoon bacon drippings, 
then add vinegar mixture. Cook 
until thickened. Blend in one 
beaten egg. Pour over cabbage. 
Serve. Hard rolls, eight bought, 
reheated; fresh pears, four chilled. 


Dinner. 


Beef soup. see recipe above. Use 
two-thirds: crisp crackers, toast 
crackerg for one-half minute in 
toaster to crisp. Three layer sande 
wich, one-half pound luncheon 
ham, sliced. Place ham on slices 
of rye bread toast Heat under 
broiler until hot and slightly crisp. 
Serve with poached egg on top of 
each Tomato and onion salad, 
four large tomatoes, sliced, one 
large sweet onion. Add seasoned 
vinegar aressing, one-half hour be- 
fore serving. Spice cup cakes, sift 
together one and one-fourth cups 
sifted cake flour, two teaspoons 
baking powder, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon cin- 
namon, one-half teaspoon nutmeg. 
Measure into mixing bowl in order 
named—one-fourth cup. shorten- 
ing, one-half cup sugar, two egg 
yolks, one-half cup milk, three- 
fourths teaspoon vanilla and the 
dry ingredients. Beat with rotary 
beater (or on mixer at medium 
speed) for four minutes. Bake in 
well-greased muffin tins, at 375 
degrees for 20 to 25 minutes. Cool. 
Dip tops into three tablespoons 
corn or maple syrup in small 
bowl, then in .three tablespoons 
chopped fiuts to generously coat 
each top. Eight large cup cakes. 
(Use one-half). Butter or forti- 
fied margarine used on all breads.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


SPENT most of yesterday at 
Mitchel Field, visiting the de- 
barkation hospital, having lunch 
at the hospital mess, and attend- 
ing and speaking at the show 
which is given every Monday: af- 
ternoon in the Red Cross room. 

Men from the European theater 
are being flown back here as 
quickly as possible when it be- 
comes apparent that they cannot 
be restored in a short time to 
duty. A story in the New York 
Times yesterday showed one of 
our hospital camps in England 
where men who have been only 
slightly wounded are being recon- 
ditioned for service. No one can 
go to Mitchel Field and not come 
away with a deep sense of pride 
in the men themselves, and also 
of gratitude to the doctors and 
nurses who do such a magnificent 
job. 

It is, of course, a satisfaction 
to them to fee] that they can al- 
leviate the suffering which is the 
result of war, Nevertheless, I 
often wonder how they bear the 
constant strain of human trage- 
dies which they have to be in 
touch with day in and day out. 
Just walking along the street the 
other day, I passed a_ theater 
where the crowd was streaming 
in, and there stood a group of 
sailors. Among them was a boy 
with a cane and his hand on an- 
other boy’s arm, His face had that 
sad, blank look of a _ recently 
blinded person, and it was haunt- 
ed me ever since. I know they say 
that once the blind are taught, 
they become very independent and 
are, on the whole, happier than 
the deaf; but it is a comparison 


are young and face a long life 
with either handicap, it seems to 
me that it requires a tremendous 
amount of courage. 

I attended a meeting last eve- 
ning, then took the night train to 
Washington. This marks my real 
return to Washington for the win- 
ter season. The summer in the 
country has been a very busy one, 
with approximately eight children 
to keep me company a good part 
of the time, and a very important 
gentleman coming frequently, and 
no inconsiderable number of other 
guests.

On Feeding 
Of Infants

ODERN ideas about infant 

MM tecaing have become much 

simpified from the time not 

so long ago when “preparing a 

formula” was supposed to require 

the combined services of a higher 

mathematician, an organic chem- 
ist and an expert pharmacist. 

One ancient principle, however, 

still retains its supremacy. There 


is no adequate substitute for 
mother’s milk in the first few 


weeks or months of life. Mother’s ' 


milk was made for human in- 
fants—that profound thought is 
not original with me—designed 
for their digestion and nutrition 
and suits them more perfectly 
than any other food, Every in- 
fant deserves and has the right 
to expect it will be nourished by 
mother’s milk at the beginning of 
its life. Nothing else gives it quite 
such a good start. 

But it need not be kept up as 
long as we used to believe. As I 
say, we have learned so much 
about artificial infant feeding 
that it is now not only thor- 
oughly scientific but very much 
simplified. 

* 

THERE ARE PLENTY of man- 
ufactured infants’ foods that can 
be purchased and except those that 
have too much sugar and give 
the baby a false look of health 
by making it fat, they are all 
quite healthy and proper. Some 
babies have the sort of digestion 
that can handle only one of these 
special formulas. 

But for practical purposes 
cow’s milk is the best, cheapest 
and most available basis for sub- 
stitute infant feeding. 

Human milk and cow’s milk 
have the same chemical composi- 
tion, but the proportions of the es- 
sential nutrients are somewhat 
different. Cow’s milk has about 
twice as much protein and about 
half as much sugar as mother’s 
milk. The excess of protein doesn’t 
make any difference. Excessive 
protein produces no symptoms in 
infants, although the older text- 
books used to have long lists of 
the horrors which might be caused 
by too much protein in the in- 
fant’s diet. An infant requires 
about one and one-half grams of 
protein per pound per day and 
cow’s milk contains this in one 
and one-half ounces, so it is easy 
to calculate the required amount.

SUGAR SUFFICIENT to bring 
cow's milk to the same content as 
mother’s milk must be added, It 
does not make any difference 
what kind of sugar you use, Chil- 
dren’s specialists have long since 
given up the idea that it has to 
be in form that is in mother’s 
and cow’s milk—lactose. You can 
use ordinary sugar out of the 
sugar bowl and the infant will 
digest it all right. But if your con- 
science feels better by having an 
exact imitation of mother’s milk 
you can get lactose or maltose or 
dextrose at the grocery or drug 
store, or you can use cane sugar 
syrup. 

The fat in mother’s milk is 
somewhat more finely emulsified 
than in cow’s milk, but this does 
not cause any digestive disturb- 
ances. 

A formula then for an infant of 
average weight is: 

Milk—12 ounces. 

Added carbohydrate 
syrup, lactose, dextrose or 
ose) 1 ounce, 

Water to make—18 ounces, 

Since milk is deficient in vita- 
min C and D some orange juice 
and cod liver oil must be given 
the infant daily. 

And the milk should be bacteri- 
ologically clean — pasteurized or 
boiled. ‘

He writes as follows: 

“South reached three spades 
after a one club opening by 
North. Neither my partner nor 
I entered the bidding. As West, 
I led a low heart, East won with 
the ace and returned the five of 
diamonds, I took South’s king 
with my ace, cashed the king 
of hearts, and then led the nine 
of diamonds, Dummy’s ten won, 
and after that we got only East’s 
trump trick, so the game-going 
contract was made, Should we 
have licked it?” 

The answer is, yes, the contract 
should have been defeated, and by 
perfectly logical defense. When 
the low heart was led originally, 
East should have realized that the 
only real hope of winning five 
tricks was to take two hearts, 
one trump and two diamonds, 
Three diamond tricks were virtu- 
ally out of the question. Thus, 
since two heart tricks would in 
all probability be vital, East 
should have played the queen, 
not the ace, on the opening lead. 
Now, after he returned a dia- 
mond, West would know he had 
the heart ace and would put him 
in with that card for a second 
diamond return. Actually, of 
course, West could have attained 
the same result by underleading 
his heart king at the third trick, 
but he could not know that South 
had the queen, and from his 
point of view the contract might 
be beaten by cashing the heart 
king and depending on East for 
a club and a spade trick, or two 
spades. In short, the winning 
defense was easier for East than 
it was for his partner.
